fiouj foreign invasion; that "the Cubans 
have ahowu a disposition to make their 
best efforts to govern themselves and can 
undoubtedly do so without endangering 
life or property, and that the United 
States has done all that could be ex- 
pected of it/] 


TIIE I'OTATO l!Ui TltLST. 


As the time for planting has again 


come around the potato bugs 
have 


formed a new Trust under the kindly 
cover of the Dingley tariff. The article 
around which this Trust is organized in 
known to trade as the "Pans green, 
and although it is scheduled in the tariff 
as a color it is most extensively used by 
farmers to prevent the ravages of the 
potato bug and other destructive insect 


enemies. In January, 1S94, some sight 
or nine manufacturers of Paris green, 
representing the potatobug army of Kan- 
sas and Colorado, formed a combination 
to fix the price of their product. In the 
spring of the same year, wheu the early 
vegetables ht.d begun to appear, the po- 
tato bug rejoiced to learn from their al- 
lies of the combination that the ordinary 
priceof Paris green (about Ii or 14cents) 
bad been advanced to '20 centa a pound. 
A little later, when the Colorado bug 
was getting in its most effective work, 
the price was advanced to 23 cents a 
pound. The farmers grumbled, paid the 
money, and kept on voting, as usual, for 
the party of the Trusts. 


In September of the same year the Wil- 


son tariff reduced the duty on Paris 
green from the McKinley tariff rate of 
2o per cent, to 1'2^ per cent., in spite of 
the Trust and of the protests ot large 
conventions of potato bugs in Nebraska, 
Kansas and other Western States. As 
a consequence of this reduction of duty 
the Trust dissolved, and the farmers 
could buy Paris green for 11 or li; cents 
a pound. 
But when the Dingley til lift 
1 


raised the duty to lo per cent, the ad- 
vance in the rate, small as it was, re- 
vived the Trust and sent up the price of 
Paris green to 21 cents a pound, or to 
nearly double its ordinary price. In the 
winter of 1899, when there was no de- 
mand on the part of the farmers, the 
price of the article was 9 or K) cents a 
pound ; but no sooner had the army of 
potato bugs begun to stir from its West- 
ern encampments than the pi ice was 
again advanced, 


This spring the price is once more ad- 


vancing, and the Trust and the potato 
bugs anticipate a rich spoil from the 
farmers.—I'hilu. liccnrd

MAJOR GENERAL GEORGE GREENE. 


At a stated meeting of the Commaud- 


ery of the Stateof Xe\v York of tho Mili- 
tary Order o' the 
Loyal Legion, held 


January 31, 1900, at Uelmouico's, New 
York, the Committee appointed to adopt 
resolutions relative to Companion Brevec 
-Major General George Sears Greene, 1', S. 
Yolumeers, who died at Morristown, X. ,\. 
January 28, 1899, aged 97 years, repoitcd 
in part: 


Iu the great battle of Gettysburg he 


rendered services oi L'xtraordiuary vaine. 
The 12th Corps anived on the tield duiiiig 
the evening of July Ifct, and the 2nd 
Division were assigned to a position on 
the slopes of Gulp's Hill, coiinecimg on 
their left with the IHLi Corps at Cemetery 
UU11, and forming the nghtof the Union 
line, which, as all remember, was in the 
shape of a fish-hook. 
At the close of the 


afternoon of July 2d two Brigades ol the 
2d Divisotl of the 12th Corps were ordered 
to the assistance ot the :id Corps-, then 
hard pressed at Round-top. 
Tins left 


only Greene's Brigade,.numbering barely 
1,500 men, to occupy the trenches of the 
entire Division. This was promptly done 
by taking opeu order by the right rljuk, 
but betoie the movement \\as executed, 
shotUy after dark a furious attack 
\\LIH 


made upon this weak Brigade by an entire 
Division of Stonewall Jackson's Army 
Coips. l''or two hours a iietce tight cou- 
liuued, iu which the Confederates failed 
to drive Greene out of his trenches Liiul 
then they retreated lor the inglu. Tne 
attack was renewed the 
nest- morning 


with vigor, and ttie Confederates caine 
within twenty feet of the tibuches, where 
large numbers of their dead were lelt, but 
t.he> again failed to carry the position. 
Major Lee, the Adjutant-Genenii ol the 
Conlecitjnite Division, was shot uud toil 
Uuad only a short Uistance from Greene's 
line.

I'nion imtj, hud the Confederates sticci-t-d- 
ed in breaking through Greene's trencui'S,

Judge Stewart

L-'raukliu county, has been urging tho^o 
minor officials to fulfill other obligations 
that the Legislature imposed upon them 
iu their functions as tire, game and listi 
wardens. The Jud<^e laid particular stress 
upon that clause of the legislative act thai 
imposed penalties upon the constables lor 
''-liluri' to guard the lish, game and fore&t 
interests. The Court referred to the fish 
law especially as a wise one.

laws and thereby bring about the dis- 
graceful condition which has been revealed 
in the State of Pennsylvania during the

"COMPLETE" FERTILIZERS. 


SOME OF THE DIFFICULTIES ENCOUNTER 


ED IN THEIR SELECTION. 


The most difficult problem with farm- 


ers in the use of fertilizers is to select the 
kinds desired. Just what combination, 
or mixture of plant foods, or all-around 
fertilizer may be adapted to tlva farm or 
some special crop becomes a subject of 
serious consideration. The problem can 
never l>a solved except by each individ- 
farmer for himself, although lie may be 
assisted to a certain extent by outside 
experiments, and this fact is so we!i rec- 
oenized that Prof. A. L Knisely, of Cor- 
nell University Expeiiuient Station, in- 
duced farmers in several Sections of this 
State to make experiment, in order that 
the results might be given, and which 
could also De us«d as inducements for 
others to pursue investigations. To tbe 
inquiry : "Which is the best all-round 
fertilizer?" Xo ready answer may be 
Riven ; in fact, month, aud even years, 
years, may be requited to arrive at suffi- 
cient results to give a satisfactory reply. 
A farmer grows an Here of coru and har- 
vests but 10 bushels. 
The poor yield 


ruay be due to one or more of several 
conditions, such as lack ot moisture, too 
much moisture, acidity of the soil, deti- 
cieucy in either nitrogen, potash or phos- 
phoric acid, the soil may be too cold or 
heavy, capillary attmction may be im- 
perfect, humus may be lacking, the tex- 
tuie of the soil maynot besuitable to the 
crop, or the soil may not contain enough 
lutiifying oi.ffanisrrjs to maintain a good 
ju^p'v of nitrates, or It may contain too 
imicli utntrityiug organisms, which de- 
stroy. One essential couditioa may be 
ut the minium ot lowest giade during 
the growth of a crop, and yet it may be 
that one condition which regulates the 
yield aud exerts the greatest influence on 
the crop. 
Where so mauy conditions 


innst be met the farmer must, experiment 
on his soil and determine its requiie- 
ments. 


i UAKALTEI: OF THE SOIL. 


A soil may contain everything requir- 


ed for producing a large crop except one 
single fubstaucd, which inay be, for m- 
Btance, phosphoric acid. The crop will 
consequently be regulate '' y the amount 
of this substance that i.. available. 
IF 


more phosphor!: acid is ipimed then the 
yield will be increased, bt^.i^se it is the 
phosphoric acid only that ui needed. II / 
nitrogen or potash be applied they would 
give no lesults, because the soil already 
contains a supply of each. 
If the tex- 


ture of the soil is such as to be unfavor- 
able, such as etifl' clay, hard aud com- 
pact, it must be made looae, porous and 
friable before satistactoiy results can be 
obtained trom any kind of fertilizer. 
The farmer must, also be careful when 
supplying his soil with that which is a 
minimum that he does not create some 
other undesirable condit.on. The fertil- 
ity of the soil can only be maintained, 
therefore, by close olservation ot the 
soil itself, in order to intelligently make 
use ot the proper fertilixeia for produc- 
ing the largest possible yields of crops. 
Manufacturers of fertilizers, whj are 
well equipped For intiin.itely mixing fer- 
tilizers, have adopted the sjstem of pre- 
paring special teuilizers fiom formulas 
sent them by farmers, so that at the 
pieseut day any tairner can Older from 
the iactory lust what he desires iu the 
lines of fell m/.-is, each ban containing 
the ex.ict pioiKjrtious of plant toorl de- 
signaled by the farmer. 
With such an 


advantage in his favor the farmer can 
regulate the amount of each particular 
kind of pUnt f joil and ad ipt the fertili- 
zer not only to the leqimementd of Ihe 
soil, but 
aldo of .the 
ciop.—I'hna.

LOOSENING THE WOOL. 


One of the moat frequent and annoy- 


ing troubles of the bbophtnd at this time 
of the year 13 the loss of wool, which 
iooaeus from tbe bkiu aud ia rubbed off 
by thb sheep, or sometimes it falls otl 
and a large portion of the fleece is lost. 
As with other things, theie aie several 
causes-for this. But they aie all alike 
in that the loosening ol the wool is due 
to some irntatioii of the skin or som» 
weakness in other WJWH. 
Wool ia apt 


to be diseased by waul ol due nutrition, 
aud as it is part of the skin it neces- 
sarily suiters with the skm, and the skin 
sutlers from whatever disturbance there 
mny be in the general health of the 
sheep. There is, in fact, no disease ex- 
istmg iu a Hock bu. it may have this 
effect of interfering with the growth of 
the lleoce and causing it to separate 
from the akiu as dead stuff shed off for 
want of life. The wool-buyer recoj?- 
riizas this deadness of the wool as soon 
as he takes a tleecb in his hands. 
Un- 


fortunately this trouble is cue of those 
that cannot be remedied. The mischief 
is done, aud there is nothing to do but 
to get the sheep in right condition to 
make the new growth healthy, lint it 
may be avoided in the future by kuow 
ing the cause ot it, tor there are sever- 
al. One is too much dry fodder, and 
most so if the fodder Lia3 any smut, as 
eorn will always have more or less. 
Every smutty stalk or top should be 
carefully weeded out at the haivest time. 
And as this disease occuis equally fiorn 
overfeeding of dry fodder, it is to be 
prevented by giving the sheep either a 
biaii mash once it wt-ek or aome good 
condition powdeis regulaily during the 
winter feeding. Au excellent pievent- 
ive of this ill condition of tbe Hock is to 
give once a week in chopped corn and 
oats one level teaspooutul of an even 
rub.ture of giound singer, gentian and 
sulphate of iiou. Thecammon condition 
powders make hii excellent suhstiute for 
this. To give some molasses in a bran 
sud linseed mash at regular intervals 
has an excellent effect on the sheep aud 
keeps the bowels in good condition, and 
so averts this disease.—AtKcrican .V-,<p 
Jintihr.

after all—that is, so long as there are 
wars. 
Automobiles and electric cars 


may drive him from town and country, 
but the army ia still left for him. 


One thing that the present war ia 


South Africa has emphasized is the value 
of mobility in troops. And mobility can 
only come through mounted infantry, 
and mounted infantry needs horses. 
Here, incidentally, lies a new market for 
Canadian horses, and one that may not 
be unworthy of attention. 


The last official report of Edwin M. 


Stan ton. Secretary of War in president 
Lincoln's Cabinet, gives some faint con- 
ception of the enormous consumption of 
horses and mules entailed by active 
hostilities on a large scale during such a 
Titanic war as that between the North- 
ern and Southern states of the American 
Uuiou, which lasted from April, 1S6J. to 
May, 1865. The report iu question, is 
dated Washington, March 1, 1865, and 
contains the following striking passage: 


The supply of horses and mules to our 


armies has long been at the rate of 500 
per day, which is also the average rate of 
their destruction. 
The cavalry of the 


army of the Potomac was twice remount- 
ed during tbe first eight months of 1SIH. 
The resources of supply in this country 
were able to bear the immense drains 
upon its horses and mules, and, judging 
from current prices, the stock shows no 
symptoms of exhaustion or diminution. 
An army in the Held, well equipped with 
artillery, cavalry and trams, requires one 
norae or mule to every two men. The 
number of horses and mules in our 
armies is nearly equal. 


If the calculation of Mr. Stanton, the 


American Secretary of War in ISM, be 
correct, 100,000 Biitish 
troops 
now 


engaged in lighting the Boers would 
need 50,000 horses and mules to keep 
them going. 
Where w.iuld it be possible 


for Great Biitain, even the world-wide 
empiie behind it, to collect such a num- 
ber of quadrupeds in three months 'I 
In 


spite of the stupendous efforts now put 
torward by the War Department, it is 
doubtful 
whether there are at this 


moment 12,000 four-footed servitors at- 
tached to the armies under the supreme 
command of liord Roberta, and the sup- 
plies needed to recruit their waning 
numbers must, we fear, be wholly in- 
adequate, 


Nassau's Big Tree. 


In N.wsau, the capital city of the liiv- 


hania islands, they say "the tree in tbe 
public square"—cot the trees. Xow 
the public square of Xassau is quite as 
large as that of most cities of the size, 
but there is only one tree in it, and that 
tree literally [ills the square and spreads 
its shade over all die public buildings in 
the neighborhood. For it is the largest 
tree in the world ao its base, although it 
is hardly taller than a three story house. 
It is variously known as a ceiba or a silk 
cotton tree, but the people of the low 
islands of the West Indies call it the hur- 
ricane tree ; for no matter how hard the 
wind 
blows 
it 
cannot discuib 
the 


mighty buttressed trunk of the ceiba. 


Its trunk throws out great curving 


wind like branches, seme of them 20 feet 
wide and nearly as high. These extend 
into the giound on all sides and brace 
the tree against all attack, while the 
great branches spread a thick shade 
overhead. In the 
tropic sunshine of 


midsummer, hundreds, even thousands 
of people may gather m the cool of its 
shadow. No one knows how old the 
great tree is, but it must have been 
growing hundreds, if not thousands, of 
years. A very old picture in the library 
at Xasjau shows the tree as big as it 
is at present, and even the oldest negro 
in the island cannot remember when it 
was a bit smaller.— \Yailtmijliin. I'"sl
